To Protect Plants in Winter. 


At a late meeting of the Horticultural Society 


in Paris, M. Victor Paqnet made an interesting 
communication relative to a mode of protecting, 
on the open gronnd, delicate plants from frost iu 
winter. 
The branches are to be tied together, 


and if necessary, two sticks are to be placed over 
the ground as supporters. Some litter is to be 
placed over the ground round the plant, and a 
sack, or other covering, is to be placed over the 
whole. 
This covering is to be made thoroughly 


wet, ao that it may be frozen at the first frost.— 
The frozen surface, not admitting within the in- 
tenor, a cold so intense as itself, the plant IB in 
a comparatively warm temperature.

They have not orig- 
inated mobs in this country, and in conflicts be- 
tween them and native citizens, the latter have 
been invariably the aggressors, and the former 
acted only in self-defence ; and should they ev- 
er acquire such an ascendency as to create just 
alarm, would probably imbibe the same con- 
tempt for a militia force. 


But in imagining the "great worth" which lies 


in the "unwritten" history of the militia, Steu- 
ben has forgotten the great evil of it that history 
tells. The "complaint oi some that the system 
is unequal and oppressive," is dismissed with a 
simple expression of dissent" although that ine- 
quality and oppression stands openly in the law, 
and is experienced by every one liable to military 
duty, even when impartially and fearlessly ad- 
ministered. If a system which heavily taxes in 
time and money one portion of the citizens, and 
that generally the poorest, for the supposed ben- 
efit of others many ot whom are exempted: plac- 
ing them in absolute tempoiary slavery,exposing 
them often to the risk of health, if not of life, 
and this without giving them any possible voice 
in the regulation of the system, and sometimes 
in utter"disregard of their just conscientious 
principle*, which warn them that they are violat- 
ing divine commands ; and all by compulsion, on 
penalty of imprisonment—if this is not an une- 
qual and oppressive system, it is difficult to say 
what is so.
